3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U.S. Patent No. 5,248,424 (hereinafter referred to as Cote et al '424) is considered the 
closest prior art to the claimed inventions. Cote et al '424 teach a frameless array of hollow fiber 
membranes wherein fibers are extended between a pair of headers and the terminal end portions 
of the fibers are potted and gas distributor means are provided (see abstract). However, Cote et 
al '424 do not teach or suggest "said fibers, said headers and said permeate collection means 
together forming a vertical skein wherein said fibers are essentially vertically disposed and 
terminal end portions of individual fibers are potted in proximately spaced-apart relationship in 
cured resin; said first header being upper and disposed in vertically spaced-apart relationship 
above said second header, with opposed faces at a fixed distance; each of said fibers having 
substantially the same length, said length being from 0.1% to less than 5% greater than said 
fixed distance so as to permit restricted displacement of an intermediate portion of each 
fiber, independently of the movement of another fiber" as recited in each of independent 
claims 1,10, 23, 25-26 and 29. The specification compares the claimed apparatuses over those 
of Cote et al '424 and describes the unexpected advantages over the apparatuses of Cote et al 
'424 (see col. 2, lines 5-59). Declarations of Henry Behmann, Mailvaganam Mahendran and 
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Steven Pedersen (see Paper No. 7 of the U.S. Patent No. 5,639,373) further show the unexpected 
advantages over the apparatuses of Cote et al '424.
